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HOUSE PASSES 


STATE BUDGET 


IN SINGLE DAY 


With One Minor Amendment 
Bill Was Adopted as Drawn 


by Committee, 


CAPITOL ELEVATOR MAR 


Murphy Candler, of DeKalb, Chatir- | 


man of Appropriation Commit- 
tee, Paid High Honor by 
Actions Taken by the 
House. 


With the single exception of an amendG- 
ment, which raises the pay of the cap- 
{tol elevator man from $3 to $4 a day, 
the general appropriation bill, carrying 
With it the expenditure 
Was passed by the house on Saturday, 
breaking all records for the passage of 
this bill. 

It was a record so marvelous as to be 
unpreceden ied. 

Tt was a surprise to the house, and to 
none more thar to the chairman of the 
appropriation Mr. Candler, 
of DeKalb, to whom tiuis quick enact- 
ment was a high and deserved tribute. 

The house rested its judgment on the 
report of’ the committee, and only twice 
was there any debate raised on any par- 
agraph. Both of these met with defeat. 

The first was by Mr. Bell, of Fulton, 
who sought to have the. appropriation 
for the Georgia Tech raised from $60,- 
000 to $70,000, and the second by 
Messrs. Holder of -Jackson, White of 
Fayette, and Barrett of Stephens, which 
S0uglit increase the general school 
fund for the year 1908. from the commit- 
of $1,850,000 to $2,- 
1909 from $2,000,000 to

000,000, and for 

$2,250,000. 
Goes to Senate Monday. 

After these victories by Mr. Candler 
the house evidenced a great desire to 
break the record, and get the general 
appropriation bill over to the senate on 
Monday, and this will be accomplished. 

With Mr. Dunbar, .of Richmond, for- 
mer speaker pro tem. of the house, pre- 
siding as chairman of the committee of 


the whole house, business was dispatch- |: 


ed with lightning-like rapidity. The 
house agreed to each section 
and it was adopted without debate until 
the elevator man was reached, And like 
the progress of that antiquated 
there came a sudden halt. 

Mr. Wright, of Floyd, broke the in- 
cessant drone of the chairman, who re- 
peated after each section: 

“If there is no objection the section, 
as read, stands adopted,’ by saying: 

“That old man in the elevator works 
Hard enough to get more money § for 
what he does. Members are walking up 
the steps to keep from seeing him tug 
with the elevator that !s mosr obstrep-- 
erous, and I think he desefves more 
pay. 1 offer an amendment that he be 
given $4 a day for his services. I have 
the consent of the chairman of the com- 
mittee for this raise.” 

“Yes,"" spoke up Mr. Candler, 
ups and downs of the old man 
worth more than he is receiving. The 
work uplifting the brain of the 
house is worth more and 1 think he is 
entitled to the increase.” 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Candler arose again and salc: 
“Mr. Chairman, I have been corrected 
in my last statement with the remark 
that I should say “the brain of the 
house and the avoirdupoise of the sen- 
ate.”’ 

“The correction is well made,” re- 
plied Mr. Dunbar as he hit the gavel 
& Joe Hill Hall of a lick and the read- 
ing was continued. 

More Asked for Tech. 

The next snag was that in regard 
to the appropriation for the Georgia 
School of Technology. Mr. Bell, of Ful- 
ton, offered an amendment to increase 
the appropriation from $60,000 to $70,- 
000 a year. He declarec that the school 
was the best in the south and the 
teachers were paid less than any sim- 
flar institution in the United States. 
Hie declared that many students were 
gracuated into better paying positions 
than the faculty members recéived. 

Mr. Slade. of Muscogee, followed and 
fave testimony to the effect that he 
had sons in attendance there anc that 
the school was worth all tgat it re- 
ceived and more, too. Mr. Smith, of 
Campbell, spoke in favor of the in- 
creased appropriation as did Mr. Black- 
burn, of Fulton. Mr, Wright, of Floyd, 
took the position that the appropria- 
tion committee had granted all that 
Was possible and opposed any increase. 
Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, and Mr. 
Tyson, of Emanuel, also spoke against 
any increase and the amenament was 
voted down by a viva voce vote. 

Commeon School Funda. 

When that paragraph in regard to 
the appropriations for the general 
school funds was reached the amend- 
ments. for the increases referred tv 
were read. 

This opened debate on the subject 
and for a while it looked as though 
a part of that $750,000 increased taxes 
voted for Friday would be spent Sat- 
urday. Mr. Candler, the chairman of 
the committee, saw that the prosper- 
ous feeling had to be nipped in the 
bud and spoke against any increase: 
“Don’t you Know it is wrong to vote 
to pay this money out before yoy get 
it? Wait until it is collected ana then 
- spend it. We don’t know what may 
happen to those voted increased taxes 
before we get them. It is not righs 
to spenc this money before we get it. 
Wait.”

Clash of Races |s Reported 
in Progress at Onan- 
cock, Va 


CRY FOR ASSISTANCE 


And Special Trains Are Harrying 
To the Scene of Trouble-—A 
Negro Editor Killed a White 
Man and Negroes Rallied 
To Aid of Murderer, 


Baltimore, Md., August 10.—A special 
dispatch from Parkelee, Va., says that 
reports have been received there to the 
effect that Garland Beloate was shot 
and seriously woutided tonight at Onan- 
cock by a negro named Uzzie, said to be 


'the editor of a paper published at that 


place. 

The reports that later large 
numbers of negroes prepared themselves 
for rioting and went into ambush. ‘ihe 
white residents of Onancock Aare entirely 
unprepared to defend themselves and are 
asking for aid from Olney, Parkslee, 
Accomac, Tasley and other nearby 
towns, several of which have sent help. 


also Say 


Many Shots Fired by Negroes. 

Four white men leaving Onancock ina 
hack were made the targets of fifty 
shots fired by negroes from a grocery 
store in the suburbs and it is feared all 
four were killed. 

Special trains have been ordered by 
officials of the New York, Philadelphia 
and Norfolk railroad to carry aid to the 
citizens of Onancock from Pocomoke 
City, Md., and Cape Charles, Va. 

There is said in the dispatch to be 
great excitement in Accoma and North- 
ampton counties, Virginia, and in 
neighboring parts of Maryland. A late 
report is that negroes fired a number 
of shots through the windows of a 
train passing through Tasley, but that 
no one was hit. 

Report of Trouble Confirmed. 

Philadelphia, August I!.—Information 
received direct from Parksleyfi Va.,, 
early this morning confirms the report- 
ed trouble at Onancock, Va. Four men 
who left Onancock in a cab, and who 
were believed t0® have been killed, ar- 
rived safely at Tasley. Their baggage 
was riddled with bullets. The identity 
of the men could not be learned. The 
only connection Parksley had with 
Onancock tonight was a single tele- 
phone line, which closed at I! p. m. At 
that time it was said that the white 
people at Onancock intended to attack 
the negroes at daylight this (Sunday) 
morning,

STILL WORKING 


Telegraph Operators Meet 
This Afternoon to Reach 
Final Decision. 


Telegraph operators in Atlanta re- 
mained at their posts during the day 
yesterday and throughout the night, 
notwithstanding the number of rumors 
about the city that both the Postal and 
Western Union were without workers 
except those holding semi-official 
places in the two main Offices. 

At potnts where telegraphers are 
wont -to meet some members of the 
craft were encountered during the day 
and the evening, but none of these ap- 
peared willing to discuss the situation.

AMNY OF STRIKES ILLEGAL, 

SAYS PRESIDENT SMALL 
August 10.—President Small 
today said the conditions hdl changed 
to such an extent that no general 
strike will be called tomorrow in any 
city by him. Many of the strikes that 
are being called, he says, are illegal and 
he must take them up and approve them 
before they can have the support of the 
national organization. 

Mr. Small said: 

“At the Western Unéon headquarters 
in West Oakland, the Western Union 
telegraphers are sitting on the edge ot 
their chairs waiting for me to blow the 
whistle for a strike. They will be justi- 
fied in striking right now, as the cOm- 
pany officiala have not lived up to their 
agreement, 

“There will be a meeting tomorrow, 
when the strike situation will be dis- 
cussed and a conclusion will be arrived 
at which will determine the hour of the 
strike here. At the meeting the follow- 
ing resolution will be acted on: 

“ ‘Whereas, by the action of the West- 
ern Union officials in. San Francisco 
violating both the letter and spirit of the 
agreement entered upon July |8 between 
the Western Union and the department 
of commerce and labor; and, 

‘“ "Whereas, members in a number of 
cities in the United States quit their 
positions in consequence of the discrim- 
ination and intimidation practiced by the 
officials of the Western Union in San 
Francisco towards itg employees, and es- 
pecially the women, and deeming a fur- 
ther spreading of the strike inevitable: 
therefore, be it 

“ ‘Resolved. That the local executive 
board of L#cal Union No. 34, Commer- 
clal Telegraphers’ Union of America, that 
its national president call on every mem- 
ber employed by the Western Union in 
San Francisco and Alameda counties to 
leave his or her key at his call.’ ” 

Further discussig the problem, Mr. 
Small said: 

“The men ram out of the Western 
Union company office at San Francisco 
when the last strike was called. This 
time they will merely walk out. I do not 
intend to give the Western Union offi- 
cials any warning this time. We were en- 
tirely too leniant with them.

Veterans Are Grateful for Appro- 
priations for Monaments. 

New Orleans, August 10.—The following let- 
ter was sent today to Governor Comer, of 
Alabama, by William FE. Mickle, adjutant 
general and chief of staff of the United 
Confederate Veterans: 

‘“‘As the head of the United Confederate 
Veterans I extend hearty congratulations on 
the liberal appropriation made by the legisla- 
ture for erecting monuments to the memory 
of Alabama soldiers, and I indulge the hope 
that this measure will meet with your ready 
approval.

said Mr. Bonaparte. “We discussed 
that, and also what stepx would . be 
taken as a result of the inve@tigation 
of the interstate commerce commission 
on the Harriman railroad system, What 
will be done in regard to both these 
systems I cannot tel] at the present 
time.’”’ 

After the Men Higher Up. 

Mr. Bonaparte was askeg if there 
would be any prosecution of individuals 
and he replied: 

“I will say that if we get what the. 
doctors call ‘a good case’ those higher 
up will] come in for their share of th® 
investigations. The case will be pushed 
to the limit. So tar as the smaller fry 
are concernea, I do not think there is 
any use in going after them. [| refer 
to the men who are at present holding | 
positions in the companies.” 

“Will the Standard Oi] Company, of: 
Indiana, be forced to pay the fine if it¢ 
appeal fa.ls?’’ he was asked.

Statute of Limitations Does Not 
Hold Against the Government. 
Huntsville, Ala., August 10.—(Special.)}— 
An opinion that is regarded as another 
step made by the government in the 
collection of old judgments on the dock- 
ets of the federal courts of this division, 
aggregating $30,000, was handed down 
today by Judge Hundley, of the federal 
court. The opinion was in the case of 
the United States v. Noojin, which Noo- 
jin on a judgment rendered in i892, 
Hoojin contested on the grounds that 
the judgment was nullified by the statue 

of limitations. 

Judge Hundley holds that the statute 
of limitations does not run against the 
government, nor the negligence of offi-

{in selling cotton short on the theory that the 
metals do control the prices of cotton and 
that the seasons have nothing to do with the 
yield of the staple.

COMMENT ON BANK STATEMENT. 

New York, August 10.—The Financier 
will says: ‘Though last week’s officia!

Attention was recently called by The Constitution to the fact 
that in no single instance can it be shown that the people of Georgia 
are deriving any benefit from the reductions which have been made 
in freight rates, either intrastate of interstate. 

On the other hand, in practically every instance involving the ne-| 


“| cessities of life, it has been shown that the reduction in freight rates 


has been followed by an increase in the price of the article to the 
consumer. ; | 

Thus, not only have the manufacturer and the jobber preenes 
ty recent freight rate reductions, but the manufacturer has put up 
tle price of his product to such an extent that by the time it reaches 
the retailer he must ask the consumer more for it than he did a year 
apo, in order to make a meager profit for himself. 

The theory of reduced freight rates is that they shall at: last 
benefit the consumer. In fact, that is the promise which was made 
to the people of Georgia. Is it not, therefore, significant that in 
spite of the fact that freight rates in Georgia have recently been re- 
dneed to an extent of more than $2,000,000 a year, the people of the 
state, the consumers, have in no single instance profited one penny’s 
worth? 

Thomas E. Watson: takes up the subject in the current issue of 
his Weekly Jeffersonian, and admitting that the Georgia railroad 
commission “with all of its shortcomings,” has succeeded in bringing 
about freight rate reductions amounting to $2,090,000 a year, asks if 
the consumers of manufactured goods ought not to be able to buy 
them at least as cheaply as they did a few years ago? There is but 
one answer, and yet the truth is the farmer and the retailer are paying 
more, in some instances very much more, for these same goods than 
they did before those freight rate reductions became effective. 
Where, then, is the benefit to the consumer who comprises the vast 
mass of the people, from these reductions? Evidently it is a nega- 
live quantity. 

~Mr. Watson joins The Constitution in protest that the price of 
stoves advanced five per cent in addition to previous advances, 
within the very week in which the supreme court of Georgia sus- 
tuined the materially reduced rates on that article ordered by the 
commission. Likewise, as Mr. Watson shows, it has been shown 
heyond the possibility of dispute that the prices of shoes, of blankets, 


lof dry goods and clothing, of flour and of numerous other commodi- 


ties upon which these freight reductions have been secured within 
the last two years, have so materially advanced to the consumer that 
the cost of living is mow far in exeess of what it was before these 
reductions were made. 

In a second interview published today, Railroad Commissioner 
Joseph M. Brown goes still deeper into this subject and shows that 
v hereas the raiJroad, through the medium of freight rate reductions 
and by other methods, is being cut down to a 6 per gent earning 
basis, the manufacturer is increasing the price of his product to a 
"oint where, in some instances, his earnings are as high as 100 per 
cent. 

It is undoubtedly true that freight rates have been too high and 
‘he reductions were unquestionably justified. 

But it is the people who are part owners in the railroad as a 
‘emi-public institution, and not the few manufacturers and jobbers 
of the country It is impossible therefore to escape the justness and 
equity of the contention that wherever there is a reduction in the 
freight rates it belongs to the whole people, just as much as does a 
eduction in the rate of passenger fare, and not to the favored few. 
remember the farmers! Remember the promises made them when 
they were told that freight rates were responsible for the high prices | 
ihey were paying for goods. 

, The consumer of passenger transportation derives a direct ben- 
efit from the reduction in the mileage rate every time he purchases 
a ticket. But the consumer of a stove which two years ago cost him 
SII .00, now pays for it $13.65, notwithstanding the fact that the 
‘eight rate on this article in Georgia has been reduced approxi- 
mately 35 per cent.

‘A POLICY WORTH PUSHING. 

New policies in the management of a great institution or corporation : 
are usually concurrent with the injection of new blood and new life into 
their control. There are exceptions, it is true, but most often the new 
policy naturally profits by past errors and a more intimate knowledge of 
the desires and the wishes of those to be served. 

A remarkably interesting and significant instance of this fact, and one 
to the possibilities of which The Constitution called attention some weeks 
ago, has just been made ‘manifest by the amicable and friendly adjustment 
of the differences between the Southern Railway Company and the state of 
Alabama, as the result of conferences between Governor Comer on the one 
hand, and Mr. J. 8S. B, Thompson, of Atlanta, the newly appointed assistant to 
the president, on the other. ) 

‘At the time, some weeks ago, when this appointment was conferred 
upon Mr. Thompson, The Constitution said that if he were given authority 
to act within this territory without the necessity of consulting Washington 
headquarters every time anything was to be done, with his intimate knowl- 
edge of the territory and its needs, derived from long association with the 
people, there was no doubt much good would be accomplished and that the 
interests both of the Southern Railway end the people whom it serves would 
be materially advanced. Anything less would have meant nothing more than 
the conferring of an empty title. 

The Alabama incident is indicative of the fact that not only ‘has Mr. 
Thompson been given such authority in his eapacity of assistant to the 
president, but that he has exercised it wisely and well, 

When the Alabema contention arose Mr. Thompson promptly went to 
the capita] that state and direct to the governor. He went there with 
the spirit of conciliation and not with a chip on his shoulder. He ascer- 
tained just what the state was willing to do and what it would exnect the 
Southern Railway to do. That having been reduced to a series of concise 
propositions, Mr. Thompson, representing his company, agreed that the South- 
ern would put in the reduced passenger and freight rates, dismiss its federal 
injunction against them, and that both parties should proceed in orderly 
manner to secure as speedily as possible a fine] judicial determination of 
their differences. In other words, Mr. Thomovson proposes that the South- 
ern shal] obey the Alabama laws, although the railroad stands to lose irre 
vocably the difference between the present and the reduced rates, pending 
a final determination by the courts of the rights of the railroad and the 
state, in the premises, 

Without bitterness, prejudice or show of fight, Mr. Thompson has brought 
about peace in Alabama, and Governor Comer has made the statement that 
if all the railroad officials anproxched the settlement of differences like Mr. 
Thompson there would be less trouble, 

There is every reason to believe, considering the course taken in Ala- 
bama, that under Mr. Thompson’s wise direction, the Southern Railway will 
pursue the same policy toward the new Georgia passenger rates and the 
rulings of its commiss'on: that it will put in force without other protest then 
an appeal to the courts to pass upon the reasonableness of it, the recently 
reduced ‘passenger rate to become effective September 1; that it will meet 
in the same spirit and by the same methods such other laws and orders as 
may be enacted or declared of force. 

The importance of this newly defined policy cannot be overestimated. 
Persisted in, it will result in the establishment of cordial and friendly rela-

REGULATION OF BED LINEN 


(From the New York Sun.) 

It is generally agreed that the present 
Georgia legislature is the most remarka- 
ble collection of thinkers that has been 
under observation since that of Texas 
got out. One of the noblest intellectual 
monuments of the Lone Star Justinians 
is the nine-foot sheet law. It has in- 
spired in the Cracker Lycurguses a pas- 
sionate desire for a law on the same 
subject; everything else except the hotel 
bed has been covered. The hotel clean 
sheet bill passed by the Georgia house 
falls below the Texas standard. The 
regulation of hote] linen is one of the 
most vital needs to which a legislature 
can devote its talents; and the standard- 
ization of hotel sheets is an insant and 
urgent duty. Georgia hasn’t gone far 
enough, as this suummary of the pro- 
posed act shows: 

“All innkeepers and hotel proprietors 
who do not furnish clean sheets, clean 
pillow cases and clean towels for each - 
guest, when the rate charged is $2 @& 
day or over, shall be punished as for @ 
misdemeanor.” 

Cheap and simple taverns, if there are 
any such, for the entertainment of the 
wool-hat Jeffersonians—they travel when 
Hoke Smith is inaugurated or on other 
solemn and vast occasions—may be as 
soiled as they please. The Hon. Joe 
Hill Hall. of Bibb, a statesman too often 
in opposition, but always at the front, 
resisted the measure on other grounds: 

“l am not opposed to clean sheets, 
for goodness knows I have as much to 
contend with in the matter of dirty 
linen, at country hotels, as any one, 
But I am not tin favor of enacting @ 
law by which some of these poor inn- 
keepers and hotel men may be made to 
suffer because a traveler gets in late at 
night and forces him to have his room 
rechanged just because he has the law 
on his side.” 

Why this softness on the part of the 
rugged Bear of Bibb? Are there “poor” 
hote] men? It might have been thought 
that the Georgia lawgivers would have 
been foes of c'ean linen as a Campan- 
flan and unjefferagnian luxury. Since 
they favor it, rather, perhaps, for the 
love of regulation than of the plutocratic 
and aristocratic habit of cleanliness, 
why does*the Bear of Bibb grow! at 
them?

It is clear that the people are 
waking up to the fact that not only is 
the extortion practiced upon them 
Sreater than they had realized, but also 
to the fact that in trying to take hold 
of the parties responsible for it they had 
gotten the wrong pig by the ear. The 
railroad rates lower than they have ever 
been, the prices of goods higher than 
at any time in our day. Those are the 
facts as proven by the printeg and as- 
sessed teriffs on the one hand and as 


proven by the figures published by the/ 


United States bureau of labor on the 
other. These facts cannot be dodged, 
and neither sophomoric rhetoric nor 
personal invective can blot out the fig- 
ures. 

“T showed you a week ago the ex- 
ample of a stove factory in Atlanta, 
with a branch plant in North Birming- 
ham, Ala., whose officers swore that the 
entire piant was worth, last year, for 
taxation, $46,475, and which last year 
made on its- business a profit of more 
than $47,000, that, is, over 100 per cent.

“The value of the stove factory which 
I have referred, as «worn to by its of- 
ficers, is $46,475. The value of the At- 
Inta and West Point railroad, 86 miles 
long, as assessed by the comptrolier 
general and confirmed by arbitration, is 
$2,341,444. Hence the Atlanta and West 
Point -railroad is worth fifty times as 
much as is the stove factory in question. 
The net profits or the stove factory last 
year were upwards of $47,000. The net 
earnings of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad were %$397,68!.16, ora little 
more than eight times as much as those 
of the stove factory. But the value of 
the Atlanta and West Woint railroad— 
being fifty times as great as is the value 
of the Atlantastove factory, if the owners 
of that railroad were allowed to receive 
as great a percentage of profit as are 
the owners of the stove factory, the net 
earnings of the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad would be upwards of $2,300,0Uu.

Let us study 
tion, with the view of solving it. 

In the first place, should all the young men 
of Georgia be cast in the same educational 
mould? Shall the young men of a@ generation 
come under the hand and teachings of the 
same set of men? It would seem that 
over one. One hundred well equipped 
to one thousand students, equally divided be- 
tween them, could do better work in the prem- 
ises than could twenty-five or thirty teach- 
ers. The one hundred teachers would cost 
much more, but the youth of the land would 
get the benefit of the training and talents of 
the one hundred, instead of the twenty-five. 
In the one case, there would be more thought 
inspired and greater progress along education- 
al Hnes. Each corps of teachers certainly 
could give out to the rest some improvement 
of methods and instruction not employed 
them. The same subject work coming under 
the plastie touch of* four corps of teachers 
would be more jroductive of good _ than 
should they come under the hand of only one 
body of teachers. 

Then consider that one teacher cannot do as 
well by three hundred as he could by one 
hundred or less. The larger the class the less 
the teacher can come in personal contact with 
each one and the less he can inspire and im-

press. Teachers in the colleges where there 
| are great numbers Of students feel that this 
jis true. 

So it would appear that the people wouid 
lose much should the denominational colleges 
be closed and all be forced to attend the one 
state institution. In a few years, instead of 
having one, there could easily be two thousand 
| students in the university. And, besides, many 
would not attend the university. (‘an there 
be any doubt if Mercer and Emory had not 
been founded and there should have been only 
the state university during ail these years, 
that all those who were educated at these 
two denominational colleges would not have 
gone to the state university? Whether or not 
ithe reasons for not going would have been 
good is not the question. 
Doubtless many would have been denied a 
college education because some for one and 
some for another reason would not attend the 
university. And it will be this way in the fu- 
ture. Who can think for a moment that the 
Nest educational interests of all 
can or would be subserved should 
nominational colleges go out of business, leav- 
ing the whole field- to the university? 

Who will question for a moment but that 
more people have been educated and learning 
generally disseminated among the peo- 
ple’ by reason of the existence of these two 
colleges occupying the territory along with 
the university? 

If you eliminate these other two colleges, 
then, rather than have our great institution 
with one or two thousand students under one 
management and corps of teachers, it would 
be far better for the state have four 
leges in different sections of the state, with 
ome five hundred in each.

Year by 
vear the sums asked are increasing, and al- 
most two-thirds of this money has been taken 
by~ taxation from the people who have been 
keeping Mercer and Emory in the field of 
(higher education. By these appropriations the 
juniversity he: reached the point where free 
tuition can be declared. The commoner schools 
should be free. But the doctrine that high- 
er education, participated tn by only the fa- 
'vored few, should be free by taxes levied up- 
on the people is challenged. Of course if a 
'eollege is so endowed by voluntary contribu- 
tions as that her income is sufficient to de- 
lclare tuition free, no one could complain at 
that. The young man as a general thing 
who seek higher education can get the mon- 
ey. But whether they can or not, it would 
seem wniust to take the money by taxation 
from all the people and put it into the treas- 
ury of a state institution to enable her to 
draw patronage by reason of free tultion from 
that class of young men who would now only 
attend denominational colleges. 

Mercer and Emory cannot declare tultion 
free, for they cannot live without It. Now the 
point is that there {s an undue advantage 
| given to the university. 

Il appeal to the sense 
men not to continue a course that will crip- 
ple these two colleges. I dare say if the 
matter was submitted to the students at the 
university their sense of jusice and fair play

+ Vienna, August 10.Professor Sellin’s 
excavations on the site of the ancient 
city of Jericho are yielding unexpect- 
edly rich treasures. In his last letters 
to the Vienna Academy of Science the 
professor writes that over a hundred 
men are cigging at five different 
points. 

One of the most interesting finds is 
the historical city wall, built of burnt 
lime bricks. It was some ten feet in 
thickness, rising from a stone founda- 
tion. On the western side of the cily 
the wall was nearly forty feet in 
width. At another point a private 
house was found built over another 
house of a still earlier epoch. 

Other discoveries include lamps, 
plates, cups, needles, weights, mortars, 
and mills of bronze and stone, some of

Paris, August 10.—If 
don’t stop drinking green, yellow, 
‘snow-white and sky-blue pick-me-ups, 
the whole race promises to end in 
shady, high-walled gardens, digging 
for buried treasure. 

In ten years past craziness from ab- 
sinthe and. thirty-nine pink-edged 
“aneritifs” has increased 57 per cent. 


moirs on the subject have been pre- 
sented to the Academy of Medicine of 
Paris. 

The Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences has awarded handsome money 
prizes. to four of the twenty-eight 
brochures on this national peril. Doc- 
tors Viaud and Vasnier have printed 
theirs as books; while the report of 
M. Cheysson, the academy’s secretary, 
sums up the burning question. 

This official document deals largely 
with inquiries made in private and 
public lunatic asylums, and its three 
classes of unfortunates makes, gaudy 
reading: « 

Mental confusion, hallucinatory delir- 
jum, epilepsy, weakened faculties and 
general paralysis are simple cases, in 
which the intoxication is exclusive 


cause. 

' ‘The same, complicated by degeneracy 
due partly to the intoxication of par- 
ents, may be calléd the second degree. 
While picturesque craziness, including 
manias, intermittent bug-house, true 
paresis and systematized deliriums, 
may be put down as the finished prod- 
uct, 

The total number examined in the 
paying lunatic asylums of Paris 
amounted, in January, 1907, to 9,932— 
of which 2,870 were women, you may 
say ladies of means. These are the in- 
teresting cases, graduates of highest 
‘class vermouths, absinthes, bitters, co- 
cainized and medicated wines and per- 
fumed and essential-oil-charged spir- 
its. The common foolish cases exam- 
ined in the Paris public institutions 
amounted to 71!1,54’—an increase of 57 
per cent in ten years. 

All doubitu: 
with flamboyant pick-me-ups as only 
partial cause—were rigidly excluded; 
but when the drinks were of a mixed 
order even Kroumir amateurs, who 
cool their hot %alves with iced beer 
laced with sweet red current sirup, are 
set down among the toilers of the 
shady gardens.

origin half a century previously. 

Khroumir is a drink of Marseilles 
‘and other hot towns, quite impossible 
‘to make palatable or digestive with- 
out a certain low-brewed French beer.

You can get them ali—and_ several 
more, including the good friend to the 
despairing called cocaine—in the thirty- 
jnine mauve-and-gold-striped bitters, 
vermouths, cocas, vulnerair dasnquh N 
vermouths, cocas, vulnerartres and qui-

Clerical Sociely Exposed in a 
Recent Novel. 


As a Result Morichini, Altough 
Member of Black Set,,Is Bitterly 
Hated, and Has Been As- 
saulted—Author Demands 
Church Reform.

Rome, Ougust 10.—There are two books 
just now very much before the Italian 
public. The first is De Amticts’ “Nel 
Regno dell’ Amore,” the other ‘Semi 
Pietre,’’ of U. L. Morichini. The 
‘latter has exhausted its first edition in 
less than eight weeks, and has made a 
Stir in Roman circles perhaps unequaled 
by a modern novel. The story cuncerns 
the life of the “Black” gentry or Rome, 
and is written by a young man of re- 
markable ability, who, In it, has. set 
forth ideas of reform in the church eh- 
tirely different from those of “ Il Santo.” 
At 16 he appeared on the stage or schol- 
arship with the translation of a Greek 
document of extraordinary importance; 
“The Doctrine of the Twelve Apos:les,’’ 
accompanying it with polemical ar- 
ticles, which appeared in various period- 
icals. 

Born in what is known as the 
‘“Black”’ get in Rome, he observed close- 
ly its ways and, when still pursuing his 
Official studies, he planned the volume 
which, on its appearance, rent Roman 
society asunder, and gave birth to a 
scandal still the talk of the day. The 
author proved himself too mucn of a 
realist.

London, August 10.—To the American 
lovers and adntirers of hCarles Dickens, 
London is becoming less and less int®r- 
esting as the years travel on. With the 
gradual disappearance of many of the 
building associated with the life and 
writings of the great English novelist, 
visits to these literary shrines which, 
in years past, formed so large a part ot 
the average American's sojourn in the 
English metropolis, are no longer poss!- 
ble. To commemorate the great 4u- 
thor’s association with one of the places 
which has been improved Out of exist- 
ence a. bust of Charles Dickens has just 
been erected upon the site of Furni- 
val’s Inn;-in> Holborn. 

Dickens came to the inn as a youns 
man from a life of hardship and misery 
in the very parts of London which were 
afterwards to play so large a part in his 
writings. Those who knew him . then 
have described him as a Keen, alert, 
serious literary youth who was very 
gure of himself. It is said that when, 
upon the publication of ‘Pickwick,’ he 
awoke in the little room on. tile third 
floor of Furnival’s Inn to find himseil 
famous he expressed no surprise. 

That was in the year 1836, and Charlies 
Dickens was only 24 years old. With 
the coming of fame and cosequent pros- 
perity, he did not linger long in the 
dingy room of Furnival’s Inn, but moved 
t» much more pretentious and comforta- 
ble quarters in Doughty street, almost 
opposite to the house occupied at an ear- 
ler period by Sidney Smith, the author 
and wit. when he first came to tempt 
Dame Fortune in Londin.

He 
asked for:-a cigar, which was given 
him, and when it was lighted he 
puffed at it so rapidly that It burned 
as if it was paper, consuming about 
three minutes to burn the entire sigar. 
He stopped smoking only onetime un- 
til it was gone, and that was only long 
enough to say that “This is good; this 
is good.” So rapidly did he smoke, 
that it made him deathly sick, and he 
asked for water; then lay back on 
his bed and covered up, and would 
have nothing more to aay.

In the business section plate-glass 
windows fell in pieces on the sidewalk, 
not a whole pane of glass remains in 
the center of the city. Guards of arm- 
ed men were thrown about the banks 
and mercantile establishments to pre- 
vent looting. 


Giant Powder Saved. 


Scarcely had the eddying smoke from 
the explosion drifted away than a band 
of volunteers rushed {nto the powder 
house, and, fighting their way through 


the choking mist and flames, located sev- 


eral kegs of giant powder, which had 
failed to explode and which they carried 
Out to a safe place. 

On a side track at the platform of 
the burning depot ‘stood a car contain- 
ing eight tons of dynamite. Despite the 
fact that cinders were falling on its roof 
and that little flickers of flame were ap- 
parent on its walls a switch engine 
crew backed down and coupled to the 
smouldering car, and while the  brake- 
man beat out the sparks, the engine pull- 
ed the car two miles into the country, 
where it was left on a side track. 

The Boulder Club's weekiy 
had just been ended, and many 
and women were standing on the side- 
walk a few. blocks away watting § for 
their carriages. A ha!f hundred of them 
were biown off their feet py the force of 
the explosion.

Rich’s Shoe

“Naturally the liquor seller in 
Atlanta has a vested right transmitted 
to him by the general council when 
that body voted him a license to con- 
duct a saloon or a beer shop,’’ remark- 
ed Edwarg M. Durant, one time a news- 


paper man, but now special agent for; 


eastern finances. “That vested right is 
to the liquor man a live wire up to the 
last day of the current year, when 
whisky ceases to be a commercial com- 
modity within the limits of the state. 
At midnight on the last Tuesday in De- 
cember—that’s the last day of the 
year—whisky'’s death knell is sounded 
and with the next sun a traffic of any 
kind in intoxicants is the making of a 
lawbreaker. 

“The whisky men in Atlanta are above 
the average throughout the country 
and none of those with whom I have a 
personal acquaintance are apt to cling 
to that line of work. Actually, I. do, 
not know a single one who will try to 
go along in the game hoping to, in some 
way, evade the law. [I have, talked 
with a number, and while they are nat- 
urally gore, I have not heard a single 
one speak of a possibility to continue 
the saie: But I have heard many talk 
of the loss that may come to them be- 
cause of stock they have on hand. If 
they care to continue the trade they 
now have they must at least carry a 
stock of goods, cnough for a_ show. 
They have a license running up to the 
last day of the year, for which they 
have paid good dollars. If they allow 
doors it will be in at least some cases of 
their stock to dwindle and keep open 
which I know, becauss they have paid 
for the right to sell liquors and beers 
up to the last day of the year. As it 
now stands, there is no inducement for 
one who has that license to close out 
earlier than the date indicated 

“BUT,” went on Mr. Durant, “suppose 
the general council should pass a reso- 
lution, an ordinance, or whatever might 
be necessary, granting a rebate to the 
saloonist who closed his doors before. 
If he were to close tonight, the law now 
reads, he would be throwing away five 
months’ license. He pays the city two 
thousand dollars a year for the privilege 
of running a saloon. That's about 4 
hundred and sixty-six dollars a month— 
réarlyl six dollars a day. Six dollars 
every day is a mighty good sum for @ 
man to make. It’s too much for any 
man, even Rockefeller, to burn up. But 
just that many dollars the man who has 
a whisky license destroys if he quits the 
sale before his license runs out. Now 
suppose the council gives the whisky man 
who put up his shutters before the last 
day of its life a rebate at the Same 
rate he has paid. Don’t you see that 
one of the biggest obstacles in the open 
road, the highway to prohibition, would 
be removed? At least that’s the way jt 
looks to me. Many of the whisKy men 
are among the best of our citizens. A 
dry goods man going out of business can 
get a rebate on his license if he peti- 
tions the council. But the whisky man? 
No, not he. Class legislation is bad. 
But here’s a time when it comes in to 
do a good turn. Let the whisky man 
know that his vested right has the re- 
spect of the general council, let him 
know that he can get back so much ol 
his.license as he does not use, and Ilil 
lay the best hat in town that more thar 
one saloon will shoy a closed front be- 
fore the day comes around when all have 
to shut up. To me it looks like it's 
worth the trial. And I’m sure I don't 
stand alone in that line-up. But as you 
know, I’m not running the city. l've 
enough to do to attend my own business 
properly.’’
